‘Deaf Mosaic’ program 
nominated for Emmys 


“Deaf Mosaic,” Gallaudet’s monthly 
television magazine program for and 
about deaf people, has been honored 
this season with five Emmy nomina- 
tions by the Washington chapter of the 
National Academy of Television Arts 
and Sciences. The winners will be an- 
nounced June 17. 

This is the fourth year “Deaf Mosaic,” 
produced by the Department of TV, Film, 
and Photography, has been nomi- 
nated for the Emmy, television’s highest 
honor. In 1988, program co-hosts Gil 
Eastman and Mary Lou Novitsky 
received Emmys for their on-air work. 

The five Emmys for which “Deaf 
Mosaic” has been nominated are: 

e Information Oriented Programs—a 
special “Deaf President Now” edi- 
tion produced by Mary Lou 
Novitsky and Dr. Marin Allen. 

e Independent Productions—an edi- 
tion, also produced by Novitsky 
and Allen, including segments on 
President Jordan’s inauguration; 
Tripod, a program for deaf chil- 
dren; and an interview with Dr. 
Carol Padden on the cultural state 
of deaf America. 

¢ Documentaries—“The Performing 
Arts Special” program produced by 
Faith Powell, John Mullen, and Allen. 

e Program Segments—“Thrills, 
Chills, and Spills,” a segment on 
Deaf Awareness Day at Busch 
Gardens with Mike Montagnino, 
produced by Faith Powell. 

¢ Set Design—the innovative use of 
stylistic sets for the “Deaf Portrait” 
series of dramatic monologues. 

“Deaf Mosaic,” now in its fifth sea- 
son, is broadcast locally by WETA-TV, 
Channel 26. Nationally it is seen on 
many PBS stations and is broadcast 
weekly on The Discovery Channel.

Computers help make 
registration a success 
despite power outage 


Gallaudet’s registration for summer 
school, held in Ely Center May 22 and 
23, was a success, in spite of a major 
power outage that left three buildings 
without regular lights, typewriters, or 
other office equipment. 

Computers, however, were not af- 
fected, and offices such as accounting, 
registrar, financial aid, housing, and 
security were able to register 359 stu- 
dents through their computerized 
databases. 

Early on the morning of May 22, 
wires leading to underground high- 
voltage equipment faulted, cutting out 
one of the feeders and causing electri- 
cal outages in the West Office Building, 
“Ole Jim,” and the Edward Miner Gal- 
laudet (EMG) Building. Electricity for 
these buildings normally is provided by 
PEPCO through one of two 
13,000-volt electrical feeders. 

When the power failure occurred, 
the main computers (VAXCluster) in 
EMG automatically switched to the 
other feeder and remained on commer- 
cial power. 

Two diesel generators provided elec- 
tricity to the elevators and emergency 
lights in the three buildings, along with 
the air conditioning units in the com- 
puter room. 

During registration, several computer- 
ized databases were accessed to register 
students, provide course listings, calcu- 
late registration costs, register automo- 
biles, and arrange student housing. The 
computers continued to provide serv- 
ices for registration during the electrical 
outage without any interruptions.
